After al30ut hours of negotiation 
bettfeen the colliery management and the miners® delegate# special permits were 
given to the miners entitling them to pirchase 400 gratis of meato They then 
returned to x^rko tiorkors at other pits# when they heard about it# followed 
suit# the result bsing that about twice per woek colliery menagers are forced 
to issue meat permits before they can get their staff to work^ No disciplinary 
action has been tacen against the miners or colliery officials. 
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
